Of the Proclamation of the 27 July lift, for Gollefing 
and Inbringing of the Pole 1695: With Additional in- 
ftrufions to the Commiſſioners of Shires thereanent. _ 
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Edinburgh, Auguſt 8. 1695. 
| HE Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, in purſuance of the 
Proclamation of the twenty ſeventh of Fuly laſt, for Colle@ing 
and Inbringing the Pole- money 1695, and for farder Explana- 
tion thereof, Do in the firſt place Ordain, that the Commiſio. 
ners of Sbires that (hal happen not to meet on the ſecond Tueſday 
of this Moneth, conform to the AR of Parlialiament, do meet by the Call of the 
Sheriff, (who is hereby required co give timeous Advertiſement for that end) on 
the firſt Tueſday of September next, far dividing themſelves, or appointing other 
Heretors into th: ſeveral Pariſhes, to the Effect ſpecified in the ſaid AQ. And 
that the Magiſtrats of Burghs, who ſhal happen not to meet the third Tweſday of 
this Inſtant, conform to theſaid AF, do meet the faid firft Tweſday of Septems- 
ber. Secondly, Where the Sub-commiſſoners for the Pariſhes are Ordered by 
the Proclamation, to chooſe a fit and reſponſal Perſon, to be both Clerk and 
Colle&or of the Pole of that Pariſh, they are hereby tarder required, totake 
ſufficient Caution of the foreſaid Perſon,nominat to be Clerk and ColleRor.Third- 
ly, The faid Sab-commiſhoners for the Pariſhes, are hereby farder Impow- 
red, if they ſhal find it needful, to Call, and cauſe all Heretors, or Tutors 
and Curators, or Chamberlanes of Minors and Abſents, to give up,upon Oath, to 
the beſt of their knowledge, the Names of all Perſons, with their Degrees and 
Claſles, living and reſiding within their Bounds. Fourthly, That the Com- 
miſfioners of the Shires ſet down and preſcribe to the Sub-colleRors for Pariſh- 
es, ſuch a Method and Schem, for taking up the foreſaids Lilts of Perſons, with 
their Qualities and Degrees within every Pariſh, as may be moſt clear and 
diſtin& for the effeRual lngathering of the ſaid Pole, and for comptrolling the 
{zids Liſts. And Fifihly, That 1n place of the penalty of ten Pounds Scots 
impoſed on every Heretor who (hal not attend, and do duty in manner pre. 
ſcribed in the ſaid Proclamation, the Certification be, and is hereby appoin» 
ted to be as they will be anſwerable at their higheſt perril- With power to 
the ſaids Commiſſioners, when mett to EnaR themſelves, of conſent in ſuch 
Penalties as they ſhal judge meet, for their punctual attending, and careful per- 
forming of what is required of them by the foreſaid roclamation. And Or- 
dains thir preſents to be printed and publiſhed at the Mercat Croſs of Edin+ 
burgh, and other places needful.
